Malinovsky and Zakharov Report on Military and Naval Situation in Cuba 
17 November 1962

1 am reporting on the situation and the state of armed forces in the period from 5 to 16 
November 1962. 


LJ: 
II. Situation in Cuba 


U.S. Navy forces continue the blockade of Cuba. The number of U.S. Navy ships 
in the Caribbean Basin was 97 on 5 November, then increased to 153 by 10 November, 
and then dropped to 111 by 16 November, including 102 U.S. ships, and 9 ships from 
Venezuela, Argentina, and the Dominican Republic. 


Recently, the number of violations of Cuban air space by U.S. planes has 
increased sharply. 121 violations were noted in the period from 6 November to 15 
. November. 


On 15 November, Fidel Castro sent a letter to interim Secretary General of the 
United Nations U Thant and warmed that in the future the U.S. plane-violators will be 
shot down by the Cuban forces. 


On 17.11 Comrade Pavlov was issued orders prohibiting him from opening fire 
on the U.S. plane-violators even if there was an order from Fidel Castro to do it. 


On 16.11 no U.S. plane flights over Cuban territory were observed. 


The Cuban troops remain in increased readiness, and the Group of Soviet forces 
in Cuba in increased combat readiness. 


On 6 November, the Cuban command made a decision to demobilize servicemen 
who were drafted after 22 October. By 8 November, 51,000 servicemen out of 148,000 
had been demobilized. 


Twelve Soviet transports that departed from Cuban ports in the period from 5 to 


10 November with personnel, missiles and missile equipment continue their movement 
toward ports in the Soviet Union.
